6 — Eliminate  contamination  by  dust  from  hay  by  bringing  down  into  barn 
through  dust-proof  chutes. 

7 — Clean  out  the  Imrii  and  feed  all  dusty  forages,  such  as  hay,  after  milking. 
Yon  will  thus  avoid  at  least  one-(|unrter  of  the  dirt  usually  found  in  milk. 

:!.     (lOOI)  C.ARNS. 

The  good  dairy  barn  where  healthy  cattle  and  clean  milk  can  be  produced 
need  not  be  e.vtriiva^fantly  built,  l>ut  must  have  the  following  requirements, 
namely: — Light,  ventilation,  comfort,  efficiency,  durability,  floors  which  will  not 
absorb  liquid  manure,  walls  antl  ceilings  as  smooth  as  possible  to  eliminate  the 
gathering  of  dust  and  cobwebs.  Read  Kxy)erimental  Farm  bulletins  on  "good 
barns"  and  "goofl  ventilation". 

4.     CLKAN  MILKING. 

The  cleanest  method  of  milking  must  iticliidf  llie  following  items: 
(a)     ("ows  to  be  bedded  down  at  Iciist  HO  minutes  liefore  milking. 
(ii)      Cows  to  l)e  liruslied  lit  ii'ast  L'O  minuli'S  liefore  milking. 

(c)  I'ddcrs  and   flanks  to  be  liruslieil   off  with   cleiin,  dump  cloth,  just 

before  milking. 

(d)  Milker  to  wear  wliitc  jacket  and  apron.     These  nnist  be  kejit  clean. 

Change  :{  or  more  times  per  week  if  neces.sary. 

(e)  Sleeves  to  be  rolled  up  clear  of  wrist  while  milking,  but  shirt  sleeves 

not  to  be  exposed. 

(f)  Hands  and  face  to  be  washed  before  beginning  to  milk. 

(g)  Towels  must  be  kept  clean  and  changed  each  A'\y. 

(h)      Hands  to  be  washed  al'ti'r  milking  eacb  cow. 

(il      No  milk  to  be  used  on  iiands  while  milking.     X'aseline  nuiy  be  used 
if  desired. 

(j)  \o  ninieeessary  talkin<;  while  milking. 

(k)  No  tobacco  chewing  while  milking. 

(Ij  Cows  lo  be  treated  kindly. 

(m)  Cows  to  be  ndlked  .|Uickly,  gently  and  thoroughly,  that  is,  clean  out. 


5.    CLEAN  POODS, 

Clean,  palatable  foods  are  necessary  in  order  to  make  the  cheapest  milk 
the  most  milk,  and  the  l.est  .|ualit.v  of  ,nilk.  Mouldy,  .lustv  hav,  niustv  grains 
and  all  such  contauiing  dust  mak..  thr  cleanest  and  cheapest  niiik  ii,.possi),le. 

fi.     CLEAN   liKDDINd. 

Clean  straw  or  dean  shavings  i.u.k..  splendid  bedding,  wliereas  dustv  straw 
dirt  from  the  hay  loft,  cheaj..  <lnsty  hay,  an.l  the  like  mean  a  di.stv  barn  and' 
dirty,  poor-keejjing  milk. 

7.     GOOD  MILK  PAILS. 

The  best  milkpail  is  the  one  with  the  smallest  op..ning  at  the  top.  The  poorest 
milk  pail  IS  the  large,  open-topped  pail  which  will  colleet  tiie  most  dust   spatter 
ings    or  particles  .Iropping  from  iidder  and   flanks.     The  strainer  pail   is  n.- 
the  hest.

fi.    CLEAN  UTENSILS. 

The  milk  pails,  cans,  separators,  and  all  other  utensils  used  for  milk  must 
be  thoroughly  washed  and  scalded  twice  per  day  and  well  aired  in  a  room  free 
from  dust  and  flies.  Use  a  good  washing  powder  in  your  wash  water  and  scald 
with  pure.  scaMiiiR  water. 

!».     MILK  TIANDLKn  QUICKLY. 

The  handling  of  milk  after  milking  regulates  largely  its  eommereial  value. 
Do  not  leave  milk  in  the  stable  or  pour  milk  in  the  stable  after  being  drawn 
from  cows.  Wcigli  and  pour  into  cans  in  n  clean  room  adjoining  barn.  Cool  the 
milk  as  quickly  as  pos.sible  either  by  means  of  a  well  sterilized,  dust-proof, 
motlern  milk  cooler  or  in  a  good  ice  .ank.  Ice  is  indispensable  on  any  dairy 
farm  for  the  keeping  of  milk  at  a  low  temperature  until  delivered  to  factory, 
milk  dealer,  or  t.  <>  consumer.  The  same  principle  applies  also  to  the  handling 
of  eream. 

You  can  build  a  koo<1  ice  house  and  cold  storage  attachment  on  your  farm 
at  a  very  low  cost,  and  it  will  pay  for  itself  on  :!  or  4  years.
